ARE SLOW COACH 


— 


Speed Cut in Half and Passengers Re- 
duced From Sixteen to Six 
by Inspector. 


Owing to the reported accidents to the 
elevators in the Merchants’ Exchange 
oullding, Judge G. Branch, official] in- 


inspection Saturday morning. The eleva- 
tors were shut down for 10 minutes dur- 
ing the inspection, at the conclusion of 
which Inspector Branch permitted them to 
resume aperation at half speed, cutting 
down the number of passengers carried 
on each trip from 16 to six. 

The speed enforced by the inspector is 
known as “éxcessive slow speed,” and 
with the reduction in carried weight he 
believes the elevators to be safe. 

The holsting apparatus of the elevators 
is in a safe condition, but the automatic 
stop does not work successfully at the 
bottom. This is due to the shallowness 
of the pit. The pit is built of concrete 
and cannot be dispensed except at the 
oe of the safety of the building. 

he elevatora in the center of the 
building have been tn operation seven 
years. There are probably no elevators 
in the city that carry as many passen- 
gers as they do a exchange hours. 
By means of a careful count they were 
found to carry $700 pasengers a day be- 
tween the hours of 9 and 2. Secretary 
Morgan of the Merchants’ Exchange 
says that in 24 years no one has been 
seriously hurt on or by the elevators.” 

The Exchange is install.ng three new 
electric elevators in the center of the build- 
ing in the hallway opposite the entrance. 
They will be ready for operation in about 
a month. The pit at the bottom of these 
elevators is only four feet deep, 30 inched” 
short of what they should be. y can- 
not be made deeper, however. 

As soon as they are ready they will be 
tested by a oa from the top to the bot- 
tom of the building with a weight ap- 
proximating 3000 pounds. They must stop 
at the bottom automatically to pass in- 
spection.

The Loop, New Elevated, New Passen- 
ger Station, Bill of Lading and 
Other Steps Seem Assured. 


The Terminal bil! will be given its sec- 
ond reading at the next meeting of the 
Sound) | uesdavyv. It will then be 
referred to the railway committee and 
those who object to its provisions will be 
given an opportunity to state their objec- 
tions. 

This bill contains all the provisions asked 
in the loop, subway and Atlantic street 
bills, and contains 21 sections, the first of 
which refers to the loop to be built from 
Fads bridge and the reconstruction of the 
elevated’ road to a four-track structure be- 
tween Chestnut and Seventh streets. Oth- 
er sections provide that the elevated road 
shall be built in harmony with the Bads 
bridge, that work shall begin within three 
months after the passage of the ordinance 
and that it shall be finished in not has 
than two years, but. in order to permit the 
use of the line by May 1, the Terminal 
,aseociation is authorized to erect temporary 
supports, to be approved by the Board of 
Public Improvements. 

A section provides for the operation of 
the subway, allowing entrances at Eight- 
eenth and Twentieth streets. 

It is provided that the ordinance shal] not 
become effective until the terminal associa- 
tion shall pay into the city treasury $150,- 

for the use of the city. The 8t. Louis 
bill of lading must be granted within 60 
days from the accewtance of the ordinance.

The only business system, the only 
fair trade which has no robbery in it, is to supply as soon 
as possible the largest possible product to the largest pos- 
sible number of people at the best profit possible for ever'y 
ene concerned, buyer and seller alike.
